188-A. (1) Goods manu¬ 
factured and exported 
from Customs Bond 
under Section 65 of the 
Customs Act. 1962 , out 
of items imported against 
licences (other than 
those issued with specific 
export obligations under 
the Duty Exemption 
Scheme, Import-Export 
Pass Book Scheme, Dia¬ 
monds, Gem & Jewellery 
Scheme and Expert of 
gold & silver Jewellery 
& Articles Scheme) will 
be governed by the 
following special pro¬ 
visions :— 

(i) These exports will not 
be eligible for normal 
replenishment benefits; 

(ii) These exports will, 
however, be eligible for 
grant of Special REP 
equal to 10% of the 
value addition achieved 
from the CIF value of 
imports to r03 value 
of exports in accor¬ 
dance with the pro¬ 
visions contained in 
Paras 239 and 240 of 
the Import Policy. 
This will be subject 
to the conditions that 
a minimum value addi¬ 
tion of 33 % is achieved 
in each Consignment 
of export and the con¬ 
version Or raw mate¬ 
rials, components etc. 
into the resultant pro- 
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duct Involves subsUn- 
tlal manufacturing 
activities. For this 
purpose, the exporter 
will be required to 
produce a certificate 
from the Customs 
authority Indicating the 
GIF value of imports 
corresponding to the 
FOB value of exports 
made In each consign¬ 
ment. 

(ill) For claiming Special 
REP under these pro¬ 
visions, the procedure 
laid down in Chapter 
XV of the Handbook 
of Procedures will be 
followed. 
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(iv) The grant of Special 
REP on these exports 
will be further subject to 
the condition that the 
exports are made in 
accordance with the 
Export Policy in 
force.
